As recently announced In the Dominion parliament 
by the responsible minister. Canada la considering the 
feasibility of establishing radiocasting tinder national 
ownership, control and operation aa It la in Great Bri¬ 
tain. So far. Canadian radiocasting has been left to 
private enterprise The government has confined it¬ 
self to regulating the number of stations by annual

It Is being Imp res sed upon the federal administra¬ 
tion. however, that radiocasting In Canada may go the 
way of motion picture production, unless it is taken 
over by tbe state. Private stations In Canada have no 
such aouroe of revenue aa t he larger radio-casting 
stations in the United States to pay for en¬ 
tertainment up to the desired standard of ex¬ 
cellence. Unless radio listener* in Canada are given at 
least aa satisfactory service by Canadian radiocasting 
stations, they will naturally tune in to United States 
stations. They would still be Just as free to listen 
to entertainment from stations to the souh. but It Is 
believed that Canadian radiocasting could be much Im¬ 
proved under state enterprise. 

There would seem to be no Insuperable obstacle to 
the proposed policy. Canadian stations have been 
limited in number with considerable foresight by the 
Dominion administration. The demand for private sta¬ 
tions la Increasing, however. One of the latest, and 
the largest in Canada la owned by liquor In ter rate. After 
observing the confusion arising from private radiocast¬ 
ing enterprise in the United State*. Canada has no de¬ 
sire to become Involved In a almllar problem; nor can 
the people of Canada look with equanimity on the possi¬ 
bility of radiocasting gradually passing into the hands 
of prtVate monopoly. The comparative success of the 
British Broadcasting Commission, under the national 
policy of public ownership, has much to commend It
